This may be of small moment per 
individual, but National Defence 
Headquarters has announced that each 
euch minute per capita savings will 
total more than 1,500,000 pounds of 
cheese and 1,200,000 pounds of butter 
@ year.

sical disabilitigs are far from a de- 
terrent to successful work,

OUR FIRST WEEK IN LONDON 

Thursday was spent with the troops 
at No, 1 Base Ordnance ‘Workshop. R. 
C.0.C., where Canadian army vehicles 
and equipment is repaired by Can; 
adian workmen who are doing! a job 
Surpassed by none. In 1940 the re- 
pairing of Canadian equipment caus 
ed much concern in Canadian army 
circles and Brigadier MacQueen, the 
D.Q.M.G., went to work to break the 
hottlencpk. Through the energy and 
foresight of this officer the Canad- 
ians have a repair set-up today of 
which they must feel proud. It is 
true that} a good many millions otf 
dollars are represented in the many 
rdpair assembly buildings one sees 
for the equipment ie all new and of 
the latest models, It is planned lerge- 
ly by a staff which carried on that 
type of work prior to the war, al- 
though here and there you will run 
into ‘boys who are really learning a 
trade—somethng that wil] stand in 
good stead after the war is over. On 
the assembly line you will see meu 
working as hard as if they were on 
piece work in a motor car plant and 
every hour the figures on the sign 
board change. Shlowing) the produc- 
tion for the hour and the total fur 
the day. Later we will try to give 
you a full outline of the work of tha 
Base Ofrdnance Workghop, which 
covers some 500,000 square feet of 
floor space. 

Late Thursday afternoon we con- 
tinued our journey to where on Sat- 
urday we spent a few hours with 
some of the Canadian navy, Lt.-Cmdr, 
iWm. Slater conducting the party. 
Here wg had an opportunity to look 
over the style of eraft which may ba 
used in the coming invasion of Eur- 
ope.

Waste Paper 
Tons Of Paper Salvaged From Trains 
On Canadian National Railways 
To anyone but a railroader it would 
be a sixty-four-dollar question to 
know what happens to newspapers, 
magazines and other paper left on 
trains by ‘the travelling public. On 
the Canadian National Railways this 
material is carefully salvaged in the 
various coach yards throughout the 
National System. Before leaving on 
another run, all passenger equipment 
is thoroughly cieaned in a coach 
yard and here all waste paper is 


collected, baled and disposed of 
through regular reclamation chan- 
nels. 


Since the start of the war and to 
the end of 1943, waste paper saved by 
the employees of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways amounted to 5,389,- 
571 pounds. This figure includes 
paper salvaged by the coach yards 
and all other departments and dis- 
posed of by the Railway’s stores de- 
partment. According to the stores 
department, the amcunts of waste 
paper salvaged ranges from one mil- 
lion to a million and a half pounds 
each year, 

Some of the waste paper is ulti- 
mately used to make Red Cross 
prisoner of war parcel cartons, and 
if Canadian National's collection 
since September, 1939,’ were used 
exclusively for that purpose there 
would be sufficient for 7,485,515 
cartons. It requires 72 pounds of 


waste paper to make 100 such car- 
tons.

GARDEN NOTES 


Cultivation , 


One real cultivation before planting 
will save hours of labor later on and 
a gcod deal of disappointment. Any 
authority on gardening stresses the 
importance of thorough preparation 
of the soil. This applies to both 
vegetable and flowers. 

Assuming the place is fairly level, 
the first job will be a complete spad- 
ing, or plowing. if it is big enough and 
possible. Care should be taken to 
see that all old sod and other coarse 
vegetable refuse is thoroughly buried, 
and if possible broken up a bit. Then 
it is best to cultivate. In small plots 
a rake will do the work until the soil 
is broken down as fine as possible. 
If there is time it is then an excel- 
lent idea to allow the garden, or at 
least the later planted part, to rest 
for a few days to encourage weed 
seeds to sprout, The second and third 
cultivation, of course, will then kill 
these things easily, making the 
handling of the garden later on that 
much easier, 

Better Varieties 
Gardening beginners often make 
the mistake of asking for varieties 
that perhaps were popular many) 
years ago, without realizing that 
there has been vast improvement and | 
much better kinds are now available. 
Plant breeders, have been steadily 
turning out better varieties, bigger, 
earlier and more tender than many 
of us knew in the old days, | 
Corns have been developed that 
give larger cobs, thicker. and juicier 
kernels. There are beets and carrots 
that’ grow more quickly; radishes 
that are fit to use in a matter of days 
from the time of seeding; spinach 
that will not go to seed and become 
coarse so quickly; peas that will be 
ready to put in the pot in from 50 
to 60 days.

BEARS IN THE 
NATIONAL PARKS 


Among the great attractions af- 
forded by Cayada’s nationa] parks is 
the opportunity to see wild animals 
in their natural surroundings, but 
cured of thie fear of man. All nation- 
al parks are wild life, sanctuaries. 
(The animals soon learn that man 
will not harm them, and they be- 
come very tame, Sometimes, particu- 
larly in the case of bears this proves 
to be their undoing. 

The public loves to feed bears, and 
otherwise to fraternize with them, 
Notices in the parks and in the parks 
literature asking them not to do sv 
have little effect. Perhaps if they 
understood that being “kind” to a 
bear is the most unkind thing they 
can do to him, the park regulations 
would be better observed, 

Instanceg abound where bears had 
been petted until thay became sv 
bold and troublesome that they had 
to be destroyed, In ‘Waterton Lakes 
National Park a mother bear and 
her two cubs, which had been pampes 
ed by tourists, tore the screen door 
off a cottage while the family were 
out and helped themselves to some 
freshly baked pies. They also knock- 
over and damaged the icebox; food, 
glassware, and china were dqstroyed. 


It becamd necessary to shoot the 
mother bear, and it is feared that the 
semq treatment may yet have to be 
given the cubs. 

In another instance two little cubs 
were apparently trying to climb a 
tree, and two little girls tried to ‘give 
them a helping hand. Just then the 
mother bear appeared, and cuffed one 
of the children on thea cheek with 
auch violence that medical attenticn 
was required, and the girl may carry 
a scar for life, 

In Prince Albert National Park, in 
Saskatchewan, a may was about to 
enter his cabin when he saw the rear 
end of a bear protruding from the 
corner of the building. Replizing that 
the bear was eating out of the guar- 
bage can, hfe thought it would be 
a wonderful opportunity to surprise 
him, Thereupon he picked up a picce 
of 2x4 and, sneaking up ow the bear, 
gave it a hefty wallop} Quick as a 
flash the bear whipped around and 
struck at his attacker, who wasn’t 
guick enough in getting away. For- 
tunately the man lost only part of 
bis clothing, and was able to get 
into the cabin before the bear could 
land another ‘blow or the results 
might have been much more serious, 

{The black bear is one of the most, 
playful and humourous of all animals 
but he is still a bear. He does not 
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scek man’s company in the first 
place, and, when it is thrust upon him, 
he is likely to abuse it. If he is 
pampered he expects. more |pampcr- 
ing. If he is given half a pie he will 
take the other half, if it is within the 
reach of his powerful paws.

Station, Beaverlodge, and Mr, M. J.
